‘whole fabrie was soon in flames; Titus has- 
tened'to the spot, and finding all attempts to 
sxve the building hopeless, he, with some of 
-his-offiters; entered- the sanctuary,-and di- 
rected the renioval of the sidered utensils of 
the gold, some of which afterwards graced 
his triumphal: procession, and-were sculptur- 
ed upon the arch which commethorated bis 
victory.

Of these, great numbers were 
sold to the Greek slave merchants; and when, 
from their great nambers, the slave markets 
became glutted with them, and “so man 
would a) them,” the large residue were 
sent to toil in the Egyptain mines or to va- 
rious Cities, far and near, as presents, to be 
consumed by the sword and by wild beasts 
in the amphitheatres,

confession was made by Crist tothe Rev. 
Mr: Massey, the clergyman in attendance, 
who wrote it “down at the dictation of the 
prisoner, and read ‘it over to-him, when it 
was signed-by the latter in a firm fair hand. 

3 CONFESSION, 

Having no longer any hépe of escaping 
the just ‘sentence of the law, and ‘trusting, 
through God’s mercy, to'secure the salvation 
of my soul during the shortstime I have: yet 
to live, [hereby make a full confession of 
my guilt in the awful murder of — 
Nye. 

The idea of coubnitsdg the murder first 
entered: my mind onthe niorning of the day 
_ we left New-Orleans for Mobile, Nye told 
me that he had a larze sum of. money; and 
was cn his way to Galifornia ; and this tempt- 
ed me to commit the deed. Having heard 
| him say that he had some friends in Mobile, 
I told him that I was coming here, and if he 
would come along I would pay his passage. 
It was thén my intention to kill-bim .on the

I took 
a towel and tied it tightly about -his throat, 
and then searched for his money, under the 
pillow and in his. pockets. : 

Being disappointed, [- went down stairs, 
paid our bills, and asked for the package 
Nye had deposited. Failing’ to get that, I 
went directly to the New-Orleans boat, got 
my baggage, and went‘on board the Lown- 
des. I never was on board the St: Charles, 
as one of the witnesses on the ‘trial asserted. 
Shortly after getting on board of the Lown- 
des, Curl! and Tarrell came aboard from the 
boat. Curl] canie and tsok his sent near by 
me, and — We had & pleasant time 
coming over.” I said;*“‘very pleasant.” He 
said, “‘ the.

AN INGIDENT OFTHE LATE. 
FRESHET. 
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Among the many “ bair-breadth ’acapes™® 
from the.dangers-of the late disastrous flood, 
we have heard-of none more thrilling-than 
the following, which_occurred on the-Salu- 
da, near Anderson’s bridge : : 

On the Abbeville side of .the«river, on a 
slight eminence, was erected a small two 
story house, for the accommodation of ‘the 
toll keeper. In times of very high freshets, 
this point was. sometimes cut-off from the 
main-land by a sluice running round it, but 
it'was.so elevated that no danger was.ever 
apprehended from 4ts.entire inundation. At 
the time we refer to,it was occupied, with

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CURIOSITIES. OF CRIME. 


It is a curious fact that the criminal re- 
cords of Great Britain, while they exhibit a 
striking falling. off in lawlessness generally, 
show no diminution in murders, which seem 
to recur,.in about the same ratio, notwith- 
standing the supposed increasing civiliza- 
tion of the people. 

‘In connection with this appears another 
fact, even more perplexing. It is that the num- 
ber of female murderers annually enlarges 
Whether this is owing to the sex being made 
the tools of brutal ‘husbands, or whether it 


among women, it is impossible to say. The 
fact is a frightful ohe, in-whatever aspect we 
regard it, °For, in either event, it shakes our 
corifidence in the present, making us trem- 
ble for the infallibility of same of the potent 
methods of iinproving mankind, and_espe- 
clally'the dregs of our own populations.— 
Let a people be as vicious as they will, they 
need not be entirely despaired of s0 
long as their women continue innocent, and 
therefore fit moral teachers for the young.— 
But when the sex falls, all society falls with 
it. “Not only’ the present generation, but 
the next becomes demoralized when woman 
loses her respect for morality, mach more 
when she plunges into crime. : 

Another peculiarity of modern. crime is 
the secret means by which marders are per- 
petrated. Formerly homicides were mostly 
committed in sudden heat, Even when, the 
act was deliberately planned, it was usually 
effected finally by a pistol shot, a dagger, or 
some other immediately violent means.— 
Bat, though murders are still perpetrated. i in 
this way, poisoning bas become a very fre- 
quent method of homicide. In every way, 
indeed, assassinations have assumed a secret 
and subtle character.. A greatly increased 
amount of talent appears to be engaged, in 


, 


than in any former one. ‘The love of gain 
also has more influence in producing this 
most atrocious of crimes than revenge, or 
passions of that description, which, in former 
times, were the moving causes of it. On the 
whole, it would seem as if all the schools, 
churches, home ‘missions, newspapers and 
other means of enlightening the people, had 
not succeeded in repressing this worst of all 
possible offences against the law. : 

How isit in the United States? Unfor- 
tunately we have no statistics at hand ena- 
bling us to answer the question. It would 
repay the trouble, however, of collecting 
facts, from tlie criminal records of different 
States, to learn whether or not lhe United 
States resemble Great Britain in the fre- 
quency and character of i its nuurders. Is all 
that our philanthropists are doing to elevate 
the people inefficacious also. —Philadelphia 
Bulletin.
